Analysis of the recent elections in France, 
in which communists increased their mem­ 
bership in the chamber of deputies from 11 
to 29 , does not indicate that Russian propa­ 
g anda is really undermining French repub­ 
licanism. 
The larger communist v ote is rath­ 
er a reply to the refusal of the Poincare gov - 
erment 
to 
allow 
the 
communists 
free 


speech. 
More than half the communist deputies 
were elected in the department of the Seine, 
which includes Paris. 
Nine were elected in 
the manufacturing district north of Paris, 
and it is notable that this is the district in 
which the Poincare g ov ernment his been par­ 
ticularly sev ere in its attempts to interfere 
with communist meetings and in its measures 
ag ainst communist working men, 
many 
of 
whom refused to pay 
their taxes on 
the 
ground that the assessments 
were 
unjust 
Many times the police raided the homes ofj 
communists, throwing their furniture out into 
the streets. 
' 
Gov ernmental action was solely against the 
communists. 
Others who denounced the g ov ­ 
ernment and refused to pay taxes were un­ 
molested. This caused the communists to de­ 
cide that they were being persecuted 
for 
their opinions. 
Their opposition to the g ov ­ 
ernment was increased and they g ot the sym­ 
pathy and v otes of their neighbors. 
Force does not chang e opinions, it rather 
tends to streng then them. 
Communism has 
not worked in Russia, it will not work in 
France, and it can secure little opportunity 
to work in any country where its v irtues ami 
defects can be analyzed in f r e e debute. When 
such debate is prev ented, its propag anda at 
once becomes powerful. 
The American Rev ­ 
olution was broug ht about because a stub­ 
born g ov ernment tried to coerce a self-re-1 
speeding self-reliant people.
